THE TRIBUNAL. 
OBJECTORS’ ARGUMENTS. 

Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 
Wasumeron, D. C., Feb. 1 — The Commis- 
sion took hold of the Louisiana case to-day in a 
spirit that plainly indicated that the days of 
delays are at an end. All the members were in 
their places except Senator Thurman. The 
Democrats wanted to wait for his arrival. A 
few minutes’ delay was assented to as a matter 
of courtesy, and not of right, Senator Edmunds 
taking care to protest against any assumption 
that it required more than equorum to transact 
business. Mr. Thurman came in after a while, 
suffering from neuralgia, but was not able to 
remain during the day. At a quarter past 11 


the objectors were started with their speeches. 


Senator McDonald, of Indiana, and Representa- 
tive Jenks, of Pennsylvania, apveared for the, 
Democrats. McDonald’s sonorous, outdoor 
voice, and his robust manner, gave to his effort 
rather more apparent weight than its matter 
deserved, for it was little more than a rehearsal 
of the familiar Democratic argument against 
the Returning Board. He brought out with a 
good deal of force, however, the 

TECHNICAL LEGAL OBJECTIONS 
against the power of the Board to canvass 
the vote for Presidential Electors, made 
in the objections submitted to the 
joint meeting only, and insisted 
on the disqualification of two of the Hayes 
Electors by the Federal Constitution for holding 
Federal offices, and ot four of them by the 
State Constitution for holding State offices. 

Jenks devoted himself chiefly to drawing a 
high] y-colored picture of the alleged frauds and 
corruption of the Republican election officers, 
and the Returning Board. Both he and Mc- 
Donald talked as if those charges were all fully 
proved by evidence before the Commission, in- 
stead of being 

PARTISAN ACCUSATIONS 

which the rules of the Commission do not 
admit testimony to be taken. Jenks went into 
the details of the excluded Democratic majori- 
ties in the rejected parishes, and treated the 
throwing out of those parishes as wholly a re- 
sult of Republican conspiracy and fraud; never 
once referring to the methods resorted to for 
se@uring those majorities. All the whippings, 
murders, and other ferms of bulldozing that de- 
stroyed heavy Republican majorities he did not 
as much as mention. 

HURLBUT, 
in detailing the violence, disorders, and incip- 
jent rebellion in Louisiana, went almost as far 
as to admit what the Democrats would be glad 
to make out, namely, a condition of affairs such 
as would justify the rejection of both 
returns on the ground of there being no efficient 
State Government.

President Grant in Reply to an Idle Rumor 
—Capt. Eads’ Jetties—Cable Companies— 
Other Matters. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasaineton, D. C., Feb. 13.—The President's 
attention was to-day called to a statement pub- 
lished in the New York Herald to the effect that 
upon the completion of the pending pegotia- 
tions between the United States and Nicaragua 
concerning the ship-canal, he would be made 

President of the Construction Com- 

pany, and that his proposed visit to Europe 

was in the interest of the enterprise. The 

President said he had seen the statement. He 

sai@ the subject had never entered his thoughts; 

that it had always been the rule of his 
life not to undertake a thing unless he felt that 
he had some ability to make a success of it, and, 


in this case, he did not feel that way; that what 


engineering knowledge he had acquired dt the 
Military Academy he bad forgotten in the midst 
of more important and immediate duties; that 
the President of such an important work should 
be an <ble financier as well as an engineer; that 
his experience in life had in no way tended 
to fit him for such an undertaking. 
Were he to enter on such a duty 
he would feel that failure was certain. He 
jocosely added that as President of such an im- 
portant corporation there wag one duty which 
he thought he might be able to perform about 
as well as any one else they could select, and 
that was to draw his salary. He said aside 
from the absurdity of the statement, he did not 
know what good he could do other than to 
bring the negotiations toa successful conclusion, 
che however, is now dotbtful. He would 
not, however, abandon all ho of the 
consummation of the treaty. Should the nego- 
tiations prove successiul there would be no 
trouble in raising the necessary capital with 
which to construct the canal. He had no inten- 
tion of going to Europe for any such purpose, 
his visit there being soleiy for rest and relief 
from the cares and anxieties of sixteen years of 
uninterrupted public service.

A portion of yesterday's proceedings of 
the Electoral Commision were shrouded in 
4Ampenetrable gloom. It was when, after 
deciding to hold night sessions, the absence 
of gasin the chamber was discovered, and 
wn attempt was made to supply the deficiency 
with candles. It was a dreary failure, and 
after struggling for an hour in the sickly

A bill prepared by Corporation-Counsel 
Antuony, of Chicago, to facilitate the collec- 
tion of water taxes, rates, or assessments, 
was yesterday introduced in the Legislature 
by Representative Easton, of Cook. The 
bill remedies a serious defect in the existing 
law, as it provides for the sale of lands upon 
which the water twes are unpaid in the 
ame manner that he collection of other 
taxes and assessments is enforced by judg- 
ment and sale. Another bill, providing for 
the collection of taxes of this kind now in 
wrrears, was also introduced.

978,450 bu barley. One hundred dollars in 
gold would buy, $105.50 in greenbacks at 
the close. 


One of the most curious contradictions 
that has grown out of the Presidential con- 
troversy is the attitude of the original State- 
Sovereignty nullifli urs with reference to Elect- 
oral certificates and privileges.

In other words, Justice Brapier is to be 
bulldozed for Nhe ring to one of the element- 
ary principles of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and the Hulldomer abendons the 
whole system to which he has devoted 
himself a life long, because that system 
threatens in this case to deprive the Demo- 
crate of the offices: for which they are so in- 
ordinately greedy. This course induces the 
hope that the De: nocrats only clung to the 
State-Sovereignty : loctrine for the spoils, and 
that, when it will 10 longer fetch the spoils, 
they will be willing to abandon it.

We presume there is no goof in appealing 
to anything like pul dic spirit in the case of 
Mix Evans and his attorneys, because that 
probably cuts no figure in the desperate 
struggle for the privilege of collecting the 
South Town taxes and getting the commis- 
sions thereon.

other matters, and whose judgment upon all 
questions of life, liberty, and property, and 
upon the rights and duties of citizens and 
the powers of the Government, is accepted 
as the law of the land. A divided Court is 
not anything new. These same five Judges 
were divided—three to two—upon the ques- 
tion of the validity of the act making green- 
backs a legal-tender, and that was a non- 
partisan question. The fact of division no 
more implies partisanship on the part of the 
majority than on that of the minority of the 
five Judges. The fact that the Court was 
not packed in the interest of either party 
entitles it to the same respect and confidence 
that are éxtended to any other Court com- 
posed of men of learning, ability, and per- 
sonal integrity. 

But Mr. Cann and his associates, who find, 
or may find, in the judgment of this Court 
that which warrants them in saying We 
told you so,” that it was not safe to leave 
this question to the decision of men not 
pledged to decide a particular way, fall back 
on the position that it was better to have had 
two Presidents and two Governments, with 
a divided Congress and a civil war, and the 
States arrayed in support of the rivals, than 
to have a peaceful, legal settlement. The 
men who talk of civil war to decide an elec- 
tion may tickle the fancy of hungry, disap- 
ponted spoilsmen, but they provoke, as they 
deserve, the contempt of every law-abiding, 
honest, and intelligent citizen.

THE ATTORNEYS-FEE BILL. 

We commented a few days ago upon a bill 
introduced in the Legislature by Mr. Dunnz 
which provides that among the costs to be 
vecovered in suits there shall be included 
‘B10 attorneys’ fees in all cases tried before 
Justices of the Peace, and a sum ranging from 
$25 to $50 in cases in the Circuit, Superior, 
and other Courts. We publish this morning 
n letter from Mr. Dunnz, and another from 
Mr. Suurenyvt, defending the bill. We fail 
no see any reason wl.y we should change our 
opinion that this is a dangerous bill. A 
further consideration of it convinces us 
that it is an outrageous bill. It might prop- 
arly be styled ‘‘ a bill for the relief of attor- 
neys.“ or ‘‘a bill to promote speculative liti- 
gation.” If an attorney can find a man who 
Inas a claim or a note against another, he can 
undertake not only to recover the money 
with interest, but also to. pay his 
client a premium by dividing with him the 
legal fee. If @ man owe another $425, and 
‘8450 is unjustly demanded of him, and is 
imed, he will, even if he prove he only owed 
ihe $425, have to pay the plaintiff that sum, 
ind $50 for plaintiff's attorney, and $10 for 
other costs, besides the fee of his own attor- 
ney, and in such case it would have been 
cheaper to have submitted to the original 
uxtortion. We have already pointed out the 
tibuses which will be inseparable from this 
law in Justices’ cases. It will lead to similar 
nbuses in the higher courts, though on a 
more costly scale. Both Mr. Dunwe and Mr. 
Snurm or think that something of this kind 
must be done, because of the great number 
of rascals who buy goods on credit and who 
don’t pay their bills. It is proposed to make 
these people pay the attorney of the

It is notorious that at present this so-called

SWINDLE. 

The developments made by 8. W. Hau- 
MOND, the agent who was engaged in insur- 
ance-wrecking for the New York Continental 
Life, are calculated to make every man 
shiver who holds a life insurance policy, 
however rosy the statements of his com- 
pany may be. The witness madea clean 
breast of the villanies practiced by this Com- 
pany, his testimony constituting perhaps the 
boldest avowal of swindling on record. It 
appears that this man HamMonp was en- 
gaged by L. W. Frost, the ostensible Presi- 
dent of the Continental Life, in 1874, to buy 
up policies for the Company in California and 
some of the Western and Southern States. 
In the pursuance of his operations he worked 
upon the ignorance and credulity of policy- 
holders, and especially upon policy-holders 
in poor health, and intimidated them with 
the information that the Continental Com- 
pany was nearly bankrupt, and thus prac- 
ticed upon their fears until, rather 
than lose everything they had been paying 
in, the victims were ready to sell out at the 
agents’ own figures. In some instances he 
bought for cash and in others for cash and 
premiums in other companies,—the amount, 
however, never going beyond 50 per cent of 
the reserve, which he could ‘‘run off” by 
purchasing the policy, this 50 per cent also 
covering his expenses. Sometimes he paid 
for policies with policies in the Southern 
Life, an insolvent concern which went to 
pieces some time ago, and sometimes with 
policies for small amounts in the rotten New 
Jersey Mutual, which has already been de- 
clared virtually bankrupt by the New Jersey 
Secretary of State, the intention being when 
there was not much liability left against the 
Continental to transfer everything to the 
New Jersey Mutual. One extract from his 
testimony shows the modus operandi of 
HaMMOND: — 

The idea of the ‘‘ wrecking" was to bug off all 
the policies held by men in poor health. Two or 
three persons died a day or two after I had Pot their 
release on their policies. One man named Cur- 
RAN, who was very ill with rheumatism, I had to 
talk with while he was lying in bed. He hada 
$10,000 policy. He was very averse to the plan 
at first, but I finally got him to agree to take $1, 000 
and a smaller policy on the Continental plan, 
on which the premiums were prepaid for some 
time. This I thought doing very well for the Com- 
pany, for the man shortly afterward died, but I did 
not get any extra percentage for it. 

The business was evidently a profitable 
one. All the risks on lives on the Pacific 
Slope, except 400 or 500, were run off.” In 
all of the States that he visited be wrecked 
between $2,500,000 and $3,000,000 for the 
Company, and for his services in California 
alone he received the handsome sum of $26,- 
000 in salary and commissions. 

After this, what next? What new devel- 


necessity would then disappear for making 
an annual appropriation of a quarter of a 
million to apply on the floating debt. The 
saving of these two items would, perhaps, 
enable the entire tax-levy of the city to be 
covered by 3, 000.

Two or 
three years more of continued economy will 
lift the floating debt, and leave Chicago bet- 
ter situated in regard to taxation than any 
large city in the Union. The taxpayers will 
be very careful not to surrender their ad- 
vantage at this stage of the proceedings. 
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THE SOUTH INDIAN FAMINE. 

Later intelligence from the famine in South 
India shows that the first accounts which 
were printed were not exaggerated, but, on 
the other hand, even fell short of revealing 
its horrors and extent. The latest dispatches 
from Lord Carnnarvon to the English Gov- 
ernment represent that in British territory 
alone twenty-three millions of people, equiv- 
alent to the population of England and 
Wales, living on a territory the size of 
France, are afflicted with this famine, which 
number will be increased by cases in other 
districts to at least thirty millions. The cor- 
respondent of the London Standard says 
that the drought has been of a severity pass- 
ing belief; that the very fruit-trees are 
burned up, and the herbage on the river- 
banks wilted away; and that there is a pos- 
sibility that ten millions, and a moral cer-

must resort to the courts and employ and 
pay an attorney to prosecute the case. He 
gives credit with a full knowledge of what 
his legal. remedies are and what expenses he 
may have to incur. Every man knows that 
the credit system of necessity involves a tax

tion. These expenses are as much a part of 
the credit system as are house-rent, clerk- 
hire, taxes, or any other item of business 
expense. Now, this bill is to relieve cred- 
itors of this item of expense; to provide 
them a legal fund out of which they can pay 
Mr. Dunne, or Mr. Suurmor, or any other 
attorney, all the expense of collecting bad or 
slow debis. The bill proposes that when a 
man buys $500 worth of goods and gives his 
note therefor, that the law will attach $50 
to that note to pay Mr. Savreupr his fee for 
bringing svit and getting judgment thereon. 
If a man fl ad his butcher or grocer’s bill $5 
or $6 more than it ought honestly be, and 
refuses to psy it, he thereby, under this law, 
assumes to p sy $10 additional to some shyster 
at the Justice Court for prosecuting him to 
judgment on the whole bill. The result is, 
he pays $15 penalty for questioning the ac- 
curacy of a buftcher's bill. A cook whose 
dignity may be offended leaves her place, and 
at the nearest Justice’s office seeks justice 
and revenge. tthe brings suit for $4 wages, 
to which the Justice adds $3 for costs and 
$10 for the attorney, and without the least 
provogation on the part of the defendant 
there is a judgmemt of $17 rendered against 
him. Mr. Dunwse’s bill invites—offers—a 
liberal bounty for all this kind of litigation, 
not only in Justices’ Courts but in all the 
other courts, and therefore is a dangerous 
bill. 

The good people of Illinois have got along 
for sixty years without an attorney's fee be- 
ing made part of the costs, and if this bill be 
defeated will manage to get along for another 
sixty years. Costs of court include clerks’ 
and sheriffs’ fees, and they are collected to 
reimburse the public fer the salaries paid to 
these officers. It is now proposed to include 
attorneys’ fees, which are a mere matter of 

ivate professional enterprise. There is no 
reason for it. If the bill would declare that 
the plaintiff should be allowed in addition to 
interest on his claim a reasonabie sum to 
pay the board of an attorney employed to 
watch the case, that would have at least the 
appearance of candor, and to some persons 
might appear just. But as the bill stands, it 
is a mere tax imposed by law to compel one 
man to pay for an attorney hired to prose- 
cute him, and possibly to defeat justice.

maintenance, is in every way worthy of 
approval, and its prompt adoption in 
the Board may secure the location 
of the Northern Normal University 
at Englewood. Commissioner Frrzorraxp's | 
opposition to the resolution is evidently 
based upon a misapprehension, as he spoke 
of its being absurd to give up the County 
Normal School after expending $70,000 on 
its buildings. So far from giving it up, the 
project to donate it to the State for its 
maintepance is really a proposition to en- 
large its sphere of usefulness. As it is now, 


the public through a series of years, usually 
amounting toa lifetime? What confidence 
can the public have in any of the Eastern 
insurance companies if Eastern Legislatures 
continue to fail to protect them? It is time 
for the law-makers to investigate the fraud- 
ulent management and gross irregularities of 
the officers of these Companies and guarantee 
policy-holders the widest degree of protec- 
tion. The sound and legitimately-managed 
companies owe it to themselves and their 
reputation to demand that their Legislatures 
shall enact the most stringent laws and 
hedge in all companies with such restric- 
tions that the public can have con- 
fidence. People must feel that there is 
some responsibility in the management and 
some responsibility also on the part of the 
State or there will soon be an end to the life 
insurance business, through an utter want of 
confidence in the fundamental principles of 
life insurance. There must be more care 
and energy upon the part of State officials in 
examining the companies, and there must be 
some immediate action upon the part of the 
law-makers which will make penal offenses 
of such operations as that of the Security 
Life in borrowing funds to represent assets, 
of the officers of the New Jersey Mutual in 
hypothecating assets of the Company to se- 
cure their individual debts, and of the Con- 
tinental Life in Hammonp’s insurance wreck- 
ing. The chief defect of the life insurance 
system of this country is the immunity from 
punishment enjoyed by theswindlers. When 
the Eastern Legislatures make such opera- 
tions felonies, the public will have some ade- 
quate protection and confidence in life insur- 
ance may be restored.

CITY TAXES. ‘ 

The Chicago Times, which some months 
ago, when the city was in its worst financial 
plight, advanced sume ridiculous suggee- 
tions about reducing city expenditures to nil, 
now thinks $3,000,000 is about the right 
sum to be spent, and says that the party 
which proclaims its intention to reduce the 
city expenses to that amount will carry the 
election this coming spring. This is a very 
reasonable estimate, since we assume that 
the Times sets this figure for actual expenses 
over and aBove the interest account, which 
amounts to perhaps $800,000 to $1,000,000 
more, including the interest on the floating 
debt. If it is meant, however, that the sum 
of $3,000,000 shall cover all the current ex- 
penses and the interest, the scheme is not 
practicable without seriously crippling the 
Fire and Police Departments, abandoning 
even the meagre effort that is now made to 
clean the streets, closing up a large part of 
the public schools, stopping the improve- 
ment for cleansing the North Branch of the 
river, and refusing to set aside anything to 
apply on the reduction of the floating debt. 
Two millions of dollars for current expenses 
in a city like Chicago, which would be all 
that could be so applied in a total taxation 
of only $3,000,000, would necessitate a 
penny-wise and pound-foolish that 
would be of serious detriment to Chicago in 
the long run. 

The present City Government, which is 
the most economical! we have had for several 
years, proposes to run the city during the 
present fiscal year within $3,009,000, less 
the interest account. The i 
for the nine months which constituted the 
last fiscal year the Col vin regime expected 
to control were at the rate of $6,000,000; 
and, had the same crowd been retained in 


trying to take care of the sufferers, and the 
manifest impossibility that it can provide 
such a vast army with labor, have created 
widespread discussion both in India and En- 
gland. Sir Joun Srracuzy, the Finance 
Minister in India, boldly declares that The 
people must be regarded as stricken with a 
calamity like earthquake or the plague, and 
left to fight it out for themselves. If they 
die, they die. They die always at the rate 
of two millions a year, and we can no more 
arrest the sudden destruction than we can 
the destruction that is always going on.” 
This cold-blooded view is stoutly maintained 
as the correct one by many eminent men in 
England, who are not regarded as inhuman, 
but who argue in this wise because they be- 
lieve that the State, in interfering with fam- 
ine, is fighting a great law of nature. The 
London Spectator sums up their line of argu- 
ment as follows: 

To interfere is injurious, and, even if not hope- 
less, is both unfair and unwise. It is unfair be- 
cause, as we draw our means from the people, we 
are compelled, if we relieve famine, to une the 
provident for the benelit of the improvident, and 
to rob the peasant who leads a life of toil and 
thrift, involving endless self-sacrifice, in order to 
protect classes who are as thriftiess as animals, 
and scarceiy of more value to mankind. It is un- 
wise, because if we go on relieving the burden will 
become too great, the mighty task of governing 
India must be given up, and the permanent welfare 
of 220,000,000 of mankind will be sacrificed; in 
order that the unthrifty among them may not die a 
little sooner than they otherwise would. The 
argument of expediency, that a Poor-law prevents 
revolution, though true in England, is false in 
Asia, for there the multitude accepts famine as the 
will of Gop, and neither rages at the State for not 
feeding it, nor is it grateful to the State for keep- 
ing it alive. Starvation, even when traceable, as 
it may have been in the inetance of Bundelcund, to 
the indirect action of the State, hae never prodaced 
insurrection, and the people of Bengal no more 
hate the English because VansiTTaRtT’s famine oc- 
curred in their day than they will love the English 
because they arrested certain hundreds of thousands 
of deaths lately in Behar. 

The most palpable answer to this argu- 
ment is that the English have been inter- 
fering with this so-called law of nature ever 
since they have had possession of India. 
Prior to their occupation of the country the 
rapidly-increasing™ population was thinned 
out and kept down by a variety of cauies 
which British rule has terminated. The 
feudal wars between rival Princes and Chief- 
tains, which killed tens of thousands, have 
been stopped. Inf anticide of female children 
and widow-burning have been made penal of- 
fenses. The wildernessesand jungles which 
abounded in wild beasts that caused terrible 
havoc among the people have been rapidly 
thinned out of their man-killers by English 
hunters. The epidemics of cholera, typhoid, 
and the plague, which swept over India 
like great waves, killing off people by the 
hundred thousand, just as the cyclone did a 
few months ago, have been checked by En- 
glish sanitary science to a large extent. Hav- 
ing interfered with the laws of desiruc. 
tion thus far by preventing all these 
causes, there cannot be any serious harm in 


interfering with the natural law of famine, 


especially when they have helped to put the 


law in operation. By setting industry free, 
increasing the popular health, and arrbstigg 
the progress of various destructive agencies 
we have enumerated, the people have rap- 
idly multiplied, until they now number over 


purchasing power of money. Thereupon the 
typos struck,“ and gave the office consider- 
able trouble.

The Constantinople correspondent of the 
London Time gives the recent circular from 
the Porte, the substance of which we re uce.

MORE PRISON ACCOMMODATIONS NEEDED. 
There are at present nearly 1.000 convicts in 
the cell- houses, while it was built for a capacity 
of only 1.000. It is illy ventilated, and more 
prison accommodation is undoubtedly needed, 
The Legislative Committee will probably make 
some recommendations upon this subject. There 
are sixteen acres outside of the Penitentiary | 
which the State owns, and at present there are 
convicts enough who could be profitably used 
by the State in the building of new cell- houses, 
such as are pow required. The southern part of 
the State wants a prison, and here ts where a 
fight is liaely to arise in the Committee, between 
the advocates tor different sections. This is 
more important thau many people would im- 
Another prison wou 
expense to sustain, proportionately, if built in 
auy other section of the State. If added here, 
it would take, of necessity, less to support and 
operate it, and the convict labor could be used 
to construct the buildings.

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THE STOCK AND MUTUAL INSURANCE COMPANY. 
The National Bank of Commerce filed a bill 
yesterday in the Superior Court against the Stock 
and Mutual Insurance Company, Charles Follans- 
bee, Nicholas O. Williams, John A. Markley, Mar- 
tin Thatcher, Reuben P. Layton, and Chauncey T. 
Bowen, seeking to make them personally liable for 
some alleged malfeasance. The complainant states 
that the Steck and Mutual Insurance Company was 
orpanized in 1865 with a capital stock of $500, 000, 
which. was all subscribed for here in Chicago. 
At first only 10 per cent was paid up, bat 
in June, 2869, a resolution was passed that the 
entire capital stock should be paid up in full or se- 
cured in a manner satisfactory to the Board of Di- 
rectors. Only two, however, of the etockholders— 
A. D. Titsworth and Thomas Buckley—complied 
with this request, the others by some means suc- 
cessfully avoiding their duty. Im December, 1869, 
the Company had $67,413.77 in cash and mort- 
gages, loans, bille receivable, United States bands, 
unpaid premiums, etc., tothe amount of $292, - 
806.07, and its stock was worth par. Prior to this 
time A. D. Titsworth, who held $10,000 of paid- 
up stock, pledged it to complainant to secure a 
joan of 60,00. The loan has never been paid, 
and Titsworth has since gone through bankruptcy. 
In December, 1869, the defendants, compris- 
ing the Board of Directors of the Insurance 
Company, voted against the protest of 
Titeworth and Bradley to transfer 
to the National Insurance Company all its property 
of every kind whatever. This a nt was 
carried into effect Jan. 8, 1870, and the Stock and 
Mutual Insurance Company went out of busidess. 
Complainant charges that this transfer was made 
without any consideration whatever being paid to 
the Stock and Mutual Insurance Company; that 
Titeworth never consented to such sale, though all 
the r stockholders except him and Buckley 
were in favor of the sale, The defendants claim 
they had the right, notwithstanding Titeworth's 
protest, to act as they saw fit, and that their action 
was approved by the stockholders. fhe 
complainant, however, on the contrary, alleges 
that the defendants, comprising the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Company, were in law and fact 
trustecs of the Company's property Tor its credit- 
ors and stockholders, and subject to their rights, 
and not to be sold for any other parpose; that the 
disposition made of the property was a perversion 
of the trust-funds and rendered the Directors per- 
sonaliy Hable.

An Indian Runner Reports a Fight Which 
Occurred Two Weeks Ago Between Sol- 
diers and Sioux, etc. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Rev CLoup Agency, Neb., Feb. 12.—A Sioux 
runner named Red Sack has arrived from the 
Crazy Horse village with interesting details of 
a fight which occurred there near a month ago. 
Being closely questioned by different parties 
his story is invariably the same, and is here 
believed to be reliable. Gen. Crook and Gen. 
Forsythe, of Gen. Sheridan’s Staff, have inter- 
viewed him, with the following result: 
About a month ago the main body 
of hostiles were encamped oa Tongue 
River near the mouth of Hanging Woman's 
Creek. A few lodges of Cheyennes were en- 
camped further down the same stream, About 
Jan. 30, the latter were starting to join the large 
village, when they discovered some 250 infantry- 
men advancing with a wagon-train from the di- 
rection of the Yellowstone.

RELIGIOUS. 

NOON PRAYER-MEETING 
at Farwell Hall yesterday was well attended, and 
the service was as interesting as usual. The meet - 
ing was opened with the hymn ‘'I need Thee every 
hour, which was sung with great fervor. 

The Rev. K. R. Davis read a number of requests 
for prayer from persous suffering from spiritual 
and physical troubles. 

Maj. Whittle asked for special prayer for a 
friend who had one son sick with typhoid feverand 
another in the lunatic asylum. 

The Rev. Mr. Kellogg then offered up an carnest 
prayer in behalf of the appiicants. 

„Rock of Ages was then sung by the choir, 
with the hearty assistance of the congregation. 

Maj. Whittle read and commented on the fourth 
chapter of Romans. The Jews, he remarked, en- 
joyed no greater privileges than any other race of 
men. They had to be saved by faith as well as 
other people. We read in the eighteenth chapter 
of Genesis that God promised Abraham that his 
seed should be asthe starsin the firmament for 
number. Abraham was then an old man with no 
chuaren, but he believed what God said, and it 
wag imputed to him for righteousness. No good 
works of his own led to this blessing. Salvation 
then as now waathe free giftof God. Directly a 
man began to talk about bow he prayed 
and asked for salvation, how he had kept 
the commandments, paid his debts, etc., that 
moment he denied the Gospel. It was as well to 
remember that works never could entitle anybody 
to salvation, bat, if men believed, their faith was 
accounted to them. When we believed in the 
Lord Jesus our sins were put down on [lis a count 
and His righteousness to ours. Circumcision was 
merely a sign, but the Jews thought that simply 
because a man was circumcised he would be saved. 
The promise given of salvation was not according 
to the law, but according to the faith. No man 
could be sure of Heaven who merely kept the Ten 
| Commandments. It was necessary to have faith, 
and believe there was a living God, and that we 
were sinpers. Abraham was saved by a 
Savior bo was to come; we by a Savior 
who come. We were all infidele by na- 
ture and denied the existence of God. In this con- 
nection the speaker told of a man who hed a son in 
prison during the War, and who procured his re- 
lease from President Lincoln. He remarked that 
it was the man’s faith in Lincoln's ability to pardon 
that secured his son's liberty. ‘This was applied to 
man's ition with regard te the Savior. 

Mr. Stebbins sang Tue half was never told 
very acceptably. 
Dr. Davis stated that every day for the last four 
weeks letters had been received showing how 
prayer had been answered. They ought to feel 

atly encouraged and redouble their efforts in 
hrist's cause. 

The Rev. Mr. Chamberlain said half of the peo- 
ple in Chicago had never heard of the word of 
God, and be thought effective service could be ren- 
dered by a go system of cottage prayer-meet- 
ings. Christian people should take courage from 
the measure of grace already received, and push 
the work more vigorously. 

Mr. John V. Farwell stated the progress being 
made in the outside towns. 

Maj. Whittle followed with an appeal to those 
present to assist in the good work. Only 200 or 
300 were taking an active interest in the cause. 
Much more could be effected if a larger number 
were at work.

ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 
THE REGULAR MONTHLY MEETING 
of the Academy of Sciences was held last evening 
at 263 Wabash avenue, Mr. E. W. Blatchford in 
the chair. After the transaction of some routine 
business Mr. Burnham read a very interesting and 
exhaustive paper on double stars, and a history of 
the observations now under way in all the centres 
of astronomical investigation. , 
Mr. William Bross made a few remarks, in which 
he highly complimented Mr. Burnham for the 
valuable contributions he had made to astronom- 
ical stience. 
Prof. Colbert read a paper about blazing stars. 
Eight of these appearances have been recorded 
within the past twenty-one centuries. The two 
latest—May, 1866, and November, 1876—occurring 
since the invention of the spectroscope, have been 
found to be caused by the sudden combustion of 
hydrogen gas in the star. Our sun is known to 
contain vast quantities of hydrogen, and the ques- 
tion is raised, Why may not he, too, deflagrate 
some day and scorch up the earth’s surface by his 
greater heat’ It has been thought that some 
of our past geologic changes have been caused by 
a sudden conflagration of hydrogen in the sun. 
The speaker showed that such a solar phenomenon 
cannot now occur, because the sun is too hot to 
permit the chemical union of the elements 
which is — | to combustion; the spectro- 
scope shows that they exist in a state of chemical 
dissociation. As we bave reason to believe that 
the sun is row cooling slowly, we are obliged to 
infer that he has never n cool enough since the 
earth was formed to permit superficial burning. 
But a few millions of years hence he will be much 
cooler than now, and then such a phenomenon 
may occur. The earth herself (and — 1 
has, however, undoubtedly passed through such a 
catastrophe more than once. The rocks of the 
earth's crust consist of about one-half oxygen, and 
the combination must have been accompanied by 
flame in the earlier stages. 80, the oceans are the 
result of the burning of hydrogen; and the water- 
forming process must have been accompanied by 
the evolution of flame enough to light up the whole 
solar system. The larger planets of the sun 
family are much hotter than the earth, 
and their atmospheres appear to be densely 
loaded with the vapor of water. They have un- 
doubtedly passed through similar experiences, and 
may possibly do so again. it would not be sur- 
prising if Jupiter should some day flash up in this 
way; and scorch out from the surfaces of hie now- 
inhabited satellites every vestige of vegetable and 
anima) life. 
On motion, the Chair detailed balf-a-dozen mem- 
bere of the Society to investigate the b!ue-giass 
uestion, and make known the results of their in- 
ividua) observations. 
Prof. Colbert then exhibited to the Society a 
chart of the metric system. and explained the work- 
ings of liters, meters, etc., all of which was stu- 
diously listened to.

PROVING BOOKS OF ACCOUNTS. 


To the Fditor of The Tribune. 

Curcago, Feb. 14.—In pour pence of the 10th is 
a half - column on Provi ks of Account, 
in which you recommend the bill now before the 
Legisiature, providi that a worn copy of the 
actount from the seller's books shall be prima 
facie evidence of the verity of each item. which 
simply amounts to this: that a party need not 
swear to the fact that any goods were sold and de- 
livered, but — that he has charges upon his books 
for a certain bill of goods.

There 
are merchants who have done a succeseful business 
for many years who have no occasion whatever to 
produce any books in court, or statement 
of account. We know of euch who have been 
in the habit of settling every bill of goods 
by note, or an accepted draft. Others 
are accustomed to have the invoice of every bill 
of goods sold receipted by the consignee as soon 
as received by him. In either of these cases the 
acconnt i already proven, either by the note or 
by the receipt of the consignee; and, if wholesale 
dealers will adopt the practice of doing business 
in this way, they would save to themselves a very 
large amount of trouble, vexation, and litigation.
